’ Yam an American of ‘ twelve 
years’ residence in Hongkong and 
China, with great respect and 
admiration for the Chinese, I 
admire your character, yotir judg. 
ment, the sanctity of your pledged 
word, your love of bodily peace 
‘and tranquillity of mind.” Ihave 
no ulterior motive in making this 
plea to you for I have not a single 
cent invested outside of my own
